My
impression is that Mr. Risine would be glad
to be relieved from the responsibility of
beine a candidste, but, if the Minneapolis
convention shall demand that be accept the
nomination, I belieye he is too patriotie to
refuse. 1 s not anthorized to speak for
Mr. Blaine in any way, and this is simply
my personal apinion, but, as I have just
said, I feel confident that he will sceept
the nomination if it is tendered to him with
practical unsnimity. "

A Good Deal of War Talk.

“How about the Chilean war talk?"

“There is a good deal of itin Washing-
ton, and war may be the outeome of the
present situation, The army and navy are
naturally in favor of it and their influence
is being felt. War preparations slways ex-
cite and enthuse the musses of the people,
too, But it does not seem to me that we
have vet exhausted legitimate and proper
means for effecting a peaceful settlement.

““We are anation of 65,000,000 intelligent,

*War would then be inevitable, of course,
and I only refer to the matter of inting
s commission =5 & means of mmi;
avoiding hostilitiesx. The United Statesis
committed to the J:olicy of arbitration. 1
would not lower the dignity of the Ameri-
can flag, but simply u that we live up to
& standard which we bave ourselves set.
There has been one good result, however, of
the war seare. Tt has convinced our people
of the necessity for a sirong navy, and I am
glad of it.™

“There could be but one result of a war
between the United States and Chile?”

“Of course. Defeat is not in the stars for
the American people.”
